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HISTORY of the late WAR in AMERICA. 


From the ButTisu ANNUAL REGISTER, for 1776. 


HE army having returned 

flowly by the North River, 
encampedontheheights y7 
of Fordham, at a mode- ead 
rate diftance from Kingfbridge, 
with that river on its right, and 
the Brunx on the left. Every 
thing being prepared for attacking 
the Fort, and the commander, 
Colonel Magaw, refufing a fum- 
mons to furrender, and declaring 
he would defend it to the laft ex- 
tremity, a general affault was de- 
termined upon, as faving the time 
that would be loft in regular AD 
proaches. The garrifon confift- 


ed of near 3000 men, and the 
ftrong grounds round the Fort 
were covered with lines and 6th 
works. Four attacks were 7” 
made at the fame time. The 


firft, on the north fide, was con-' 


ducted by General Knyphaufen, 
at the head of two columns of 
Heffians and Waldeckers. ‘The 
fecond, on the eaft, was led on by 
Brigadier General Matthew, at 
the head of the: ft and 2d battalions 
of light infantry,and two battalions 
of guards, fupported by Lord 
Cornwallis with the 1ft and 2d 
battalions of grenadiers, and the 
33d regiment. Thefe forces 
croffed the Eaft River in flat boats, 
and.as the enemy’s works there 
extended the breadth of the ifland, 
redoubts and batteries were erect- 
ed on the oppofite fhore, as well 
to cover the landing of the troops, 


as to annoy thofe works which 
were near the water. Tlie third at- 
tack, which was principally intend- 
ed as a feint to diftract the enemy, 
was conducted by Lt. Colonel 
Sterling, with the 42d regiment, 
who pafled the Eaft River lower 
down, between the 2d and 4th at- 
tacks. The laft attack was made 
by Lord Percy, with the corps 
which he commanded on the 
fouth of the ifland. All the at- 
tacks were fupported with a nu- 
merous, powerful, and well ferved 
artillery. 7 
The Heffians under General 
Knyphaufen had a thick wood to 
pafs, where the enemy were very 
advantageoufly pofted, and a 
warm engagement was continued 
for a confiderable time, in which 
the former were much expofed, 
and behaved with great firmnefs 
and bravery. In the mean time 
the light infantry landed, and 
were expofed both before and 
after toa very brifk and continual 
fire from the enemy, who were 
themfelves covered by the rocks 
and trees ainong which they were 
pofted. The former however, 
with their ufual alertnefs and 
activity, extricated themfelves by 
clambering up a very fteep and 
rough mountain, whem they foon 
difperied the ertemy, and made 
way for the landing of the reft of 
the troops without oppoiition. 
During thefe tranfaQions, Lord 
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Percy having carried an advanced 
work on his fide, Colonel Sterling 
was ordered to attempt a landing, 
and two battalions of the 2d bri- 
gade to fupport Kim. This fer- 
vice was effected by the Colonel 
with great bravery. »He advanc- 
ed his boats through a very heavy 
fire, which. they bore with the 
greateft firmnefs and prefeverance, 
and forcing his way up a fteep 
height, gained the fummit, and 
took 170 prifoners, notwithftand- 
ing a bold and good defence made 
by the enemy. 

In the mean time Colonel Ralle, 
who led the right column of Ge- 
neral Knyphaufen’s attack, having 
forced theenemy, after a confider- 
able oppofition, from their ftrong 
pofts in his line, pufhed forward to 
their works, and lodged his co- 
Jumn within an hundred yards of 
the Fort ; and being foon after 
joined by the General with the 
left column, who had at length 
overcome theimpediments which 
he met with in the wood, the gar- 
rifon furrendered prifoners of war. 
The lofson either fide, was not in 
any degree proportioned to the 
warmth, length, and variety of the 
action. ‘Thequantityofgunpow; 
der found in the Fort was was 
inadequate tothe purpofe of almo 
the fhorteftdefence. How folJarge 
a body was left with fo popr 2 pro- 
vifion, is extremely unaccountable. 
But thenarrative of all thefe tranf- 
actions is hitherto very imperfect. 

Upon this acquifition, a prone 
body of forces underthecomman 
of Lord Cornwallis was paffed o- 
ver the North River, in order to 
take Fort Lee, and makea fur- 
therimpreffion in the Jerfeys. The 
garrifon of 2000 men, had 18th 
a narrow efcape, by aban- ; 
doning the Fort juft before his 
lordfhip’s arrival, leaving their ar- 





tillery, ftores, tents, and every thin 
behind. Our troops ro Anca 
overrun the greater part of both 
the Jerfeys without oppofition, the 
enemy flying every where before 
them ; and at length extended 
their winter cantonments from 
New Brunfwick to the Delaware. 
If they had any means of paffing 
that river upon their firft arrival 
in its neighbourhood, there feems 
little doubt, confidering the con- 
fternation and difmay which then 
prevailed among the enemy, that 
they. might eafily haye become 
matters of the city of Philadelphia; 
but the former, very prudent- 
ly, either deftroyed the boats, or 
removed them out of the way. 
During thefefucceffés in the Jer- 
feys, Gen. Clinton, with two bri- 
gades of Britifh, and two of Heffian 
troops, with a fquadron of fhips 
of war under the command of Sir 
Peter Parker, were fent to make an 
attempt upon Rhode-Ifland. In 
this enterprize they fueceeded be- 


yond expectation. The rebels 
Dec. 8th. having abandoned the 


ifland at their approach, 
they took poffeffion of it without 
the lofsof a man; at thefame time 
they blocked up Hopkins’s fquad- 
ron, which was in the harbour of 
Providence, on theadjoining con- 
tineat. ‘The fquadron and troops 
continued here during the winter 
where they had better quarters 
thanany other of the King’s forces. 
Hitherto the royal army had fuc- 
ceeded in every obje& fince their 
landing at Staten-Ifland. The 
Provincial army, befides the lofs by 
fword, by captivity, and by defer- 
tion, began to dwindle to very 
{mall numbers, from the nature 
of their military engagement. 
They were only inlifted for a 
ey ; and the colonifts, who were 


ittle ufed to any reftraint, very ill, 
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brooked, even fo long an abfence 
from their families. At the ex- 
piration of the term, but few were 
prevailed upon to continue in the 
fervice. Every thing feemed to

promife a decifive event in favour 
of theroyal arms, and afubmiffion 
of fome of the principal colonies 
was hourly expected.

ANECDOTE of the prefent Lord CORNWALLIS. 


FEW months previous to the com- 
mencement of the American war, but 
jwever, after it was known that troops were 
to be fent there ; Lady Cornwallis, who had 
lately lain-in of the prefent Lord Broome, and 
who was paffionately fond of her hufband, 
and fearing extremely, that Lord Cornwal- 
lis’s regiment would be one of thofe corps 
that would be ordered to go to America ; the 
waited upon Lord Barrington, then Secretary 
at War, unknown to hé hufband, and earn- 
eftly folicited his Lordthip’s intereft with the 
King ; that in cafe Lord Cornwallis’s regi- 
ment fhould be ordered to go to America, 
that his Lordfhip’s going with the regiment, 
might, for her fa vt, <= difpenfed with. Lord 
Barrington, with the greateft politenefs, gave 
her Ladythip every silorenee. that was con- 
fiftent with his fituation. In a little time 
afterwards, it, unfortunately for poor Lady 
Cornwallis, happened that her lord’s regiment 
was one of thofe which were ordered for A- 
merica. Lord Barrington laid her Ladythip’s 
requeft before his Majefty. Some how, or 
other, this very fingular application, became 
buzzed about, and reached Lord Cornwallis’s 








ears. No circumftance can be conceived fo 
diftreffing as this was. The affection of his 
Lady, and his own difapprobation of the A- 
merican war, on one fide, the illiberal con- 
ftru€tion that this a ——- of his Lady's 
was fubjeét to, viz. + e fufpicion that might 
be inferred from it, that he was privy to it, 
and had contrived it to defert the fervice, on 
account of his vote in the Houfe of Lordson 
the queftion of Taxation, weighed on the 
other fide, and formed all together, fo many 
important confiderations, which ftrongly at- 
fected that moft interefting of all points to a 
foldier, his Honovr—that his Lordthip, 
without “| hefitation, demanded an au- 
dience, and humbly and ardently folicited 
his Majefty’s permiifion to go with his regi- 
ment.

© GEXTLEMEN, 


OUR kind favour, dated the sth of No- 
vember, and one dated the 27th of Sep- 
tember, came to hand the 7th and 22d ink. 
and return you our thanks for your favours. 
When I] firft wrote to you, our fituation was 
as lreprefented ; but 1 now have the fatisfac- 
tion to inform you, that we are all well pro- 
vided for by the Count D’Efpilly, through 
the enesenllien of Mr. William Carmichael 
at Madrid, and Mr. Jefferfon at Verfaiiles. 
‘Lhe French Conful told us, that he had or- 
cers to confider the Americans as his own 
gountrymen.—-The particular attention of 
vie Count D’Efpilly, the French Coaful, to 


us, deferves our greatett acknowledgments, 
alio the Swedith Conful; fo that, in reality, 
we are the efteemed nation at Algiers.—Con- 
ful Logie, treated us with indifierence, which 
I affure you, is much to his difcredit ; and 

was happy when relieved from a dependence 
fo humiliating to Americans.—We live 4 
the houfe of a French merchant, Mr. Ford ; 
and have letters from our Ambatladours giv- 
ing us comfort, and have reafon to think, 
that we thall foon fee one of our countrymen 
negociating the peace here. It is known by 
every Cogiul here, and is the common talk, 
that the Americans intend to fue fora peace: 
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It is, however, a very uncertain and import- 
anit affair, and am afraid that our friends 
will be very high, as the Spaniards gave @ 
great fum for their peace. It is thought 
when the Spanish atfairs are fettled, that 
thofe people will break with the northern 
powers. Should any Americans be fo uafor- 
tunate as to be taken, you may be affured 
it will be detrimental to the peaces and 
fhould with fome propofal to be made before 
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the crnizers go out ; whichgitis fuppofed, will 
be about the firft of April ; and have reafon 
to think they will watch clofe off your port :° 
Iam fure there will be a great rifque Mf aver 
the Atlantick.—-We are twenty-one Ameri- 
cans here, and all that are in the marine are 
allowed about nine fhillings fterling a month.

Remarkable ACCOUNT of a HOSTLER. 


N February1786, died at Collupton inEng- 
land, one Joféph Parker, who for feven 
years lived as Hohier, at the Valiant Sol- 
dier. His appearance was fo mean, that it 
attonithed almoft every perfon that faw him, 
and his manner of living with regard to eat- 
ables is hardly credible ; for after he ufed to 
gather hogwath in and about the city, his 
chief fupport was then the choiceft bits he 
could gather from the furface of the tubs, 
before he fed the hogs. He was never known 
to purchafe a joint of meat, or to fpend one 
penny in any kind of liquors his chief way of 
upport has been to buy now and thea a lit- 
tle bullock’s liver, which he ufed to boil, 
with a few bits of fewet or candle-greafe, 
turnip-rinds, or any thing that he could pick 
up; in fat he denied himfelf all the necef- 


faries of life, and the faculty have declared 
that he died for want.—When he died, he 
had no friend or relation near him ; he lived 
by himfelf, and died in a mariner mott mifer- 
able. He had nothing but a mattrafs, or a 
kind of bed, which was laid before the kitch- 
en fire where he lay a fpeétacle co the fur- 
rounding mob, who faw him breathe his lait. 
After his death a perfon opened his boxes, 
where he found notes on the bank of Exc- 
ter, amounting to upwards of gol. bonds, 
mortgages, noces of hand, cath, &c. to the 
amount of sool. he had alfo locked up a baf- 
ket, which contained upwards of one hund- 
red hittle pieces of cheeie, bacon, bits of fat, 
é&c. and fome of the bits of cheefe appeared 
to be feven years old.

we we take a curfory view of man- 


kind, we find every man in purfuit 
of happinefs. Some purfue one method and 
fome another, and many through miftaken 
notions of happinefs, involve themfelves in 
mifery and diftrefs. In the populous city all 
ishurryandconfufion. The rattling of carts, 
waggons and bells, added to the cries of poor 
inhabitants, conftantly difturb the peace of 
the citizen. The merchant is fubjeét toa 
variety of difficulties ; at one time his whole

the farmer is widely different ; of all men 
living he perhaps may be faid to be the hap- 
pict. 

F armers in general are men not of the great- 
eft learning ; nor is it neceffary; it is bett 
however, to pay fome attention in acquiring 
knowledge, as it enlarges the mind, gives 
more extenfive views,and opens a large field fox 
contemplation. The generous farmer trou- 
bles not himfelf about nice points of learn- 
ing, which as Solomon fays is only a weari- 
nefs tg the flefh ; but he views with unfpeak- 
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able delight, the face of the earth at the clofe 
of the winter, he walks forth among the 
lowing herds and playful lambs, and regu- 
tates his enclofures, charmed with a fweet 
andlody of warbling birds. The bloomin 
fruit-trees fend forth a delicious fmeil, a 
gentle nature invites us to rove around the 
ficids. On a fummer’s morning the farmer 
rifés well refreth d with Deep, walks through 
the fields and views with pleafure the fpring- 
ing corn, or the full grown grafs bending to 
the crooked feythe.

holds the fruit of his labours, the productions 
of nature, earth's richeft creafaurt,and a choice 
gift of Heaven. 

The fruit-trees bend beneath their yellow 
load, and the fields exhibit a golden hue ;— 
he ftores well his cribs with corn, and his 
cellars with the thoice juice to cheer himfelf 
and friends, Soon comes grave winter with 
his hoary locks, Syraly chaftifing fleepy 
Quggards.

S1R, 

OUR conftituents repofing confidence 

in your integrity, abilities, and zeal for 
the publick good, have chofen you to repre- 
tent them in General Afiembly the enfuing 
year, a period, we conceiveywherein mat- 
ters of the highett importance to this Com- 
rmonweaith in particular, and the United 
States in general, will come under your con- 
tideration—a day this, we are fenfible, when 
the greateft wifdom, patriotifm, firmnefs, u- 
manimity, publick {pirit, and freedom de- 
tached trom felttth and mercenary views, are 
requiirte, and ought to be the governing prin- 
ciples in alt our publick Councils :—-WE 
therefore, having a con‘titutional right fo to 
do, think it not inexpedient to-exprefs our 
{fentiments to you, refpecting fome things 
which to us appear to wear a threatening at 
pect, and call for a fpeedy remedy. 

1%. With regard to the Practitioners of the 
Law in this Commonwealth, daily experience 
convinces us of the horrid extortion, tyranny 
2nd oppreffion, praétifed among that order of 
men, who, of late years, have amazingly in- 
creaiced in number, opulence, and grandeur, 
and we are firmly perfuaded, according to 
the modern praétice 1n our Courts of Juttice 
(the lower Courts more efpecially) thar, in- 


ftead of Courts and Juries being enlightened 
and affifted in fearching after and doing juf- 
tice, inthe caufes that come before them, 
by the Gentlem-n of the Bar, they are left 
more perplexed and embarraffed ; and we 
are certain, exceedingly hindered and retard- 
ed in profecyting and finifhing the neceffary 
bufinefs in the proper feafon, to the great 
and inconceivable coft and damage of the 
fubje&t—and we think there is much to fear 
from fo powerful and numerous a body of 
men as the prattitioners of the law are now 
become, if they are fuffered ftill to proceed 
oa, without any check or controul :—We 
therefore heartily agree with our brethren of 
the town of Roxbury, in their date inftruct- 
ions to their Reprefentative, that proper re- 
ftraints and checks ought to be /aid on the 
Pra€titioners of the Law ; or that the order 
be annihilated, as upon inveftigation thall 
appear moft conducive to the a? of 
the people.—We therefore expect, Sir, that 
you will ufe your beft endeavours and utmoft 
exertions that fomething effe€tual may be 
done for the preventing thofe evils which we 
feel and fear from the order of men above- 
mentioned. 


2dly. With regard to our Courts of Com~ 
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mon Pleas in this Commonwealth, we con- 
ceive, that they are not only burdenfome and 
exceedingly expenfive, but a very unneceflary 
branch of the Judicial Power; and thac a 
much eafier, cheaper, and equitable adimini- 
ftration of Justice might be adopted in their 
place, if faid Courts were difcontinued ; for 
we cannot fee why ail civil caufes may not be 
heard and tried before the Juftices of the 
Peace within their feveral counties, not ex- 
cluding the fubje¢t, from the conititutional 
right of trial by jurors-~and that all appeals 
from faid Juitice Courts go immediately to 
the Supreme Judicial Court of this Com- 
monwealth for final judgment and determi- 
nations or that fome addition be made to the 
late Confeffion AG, to make the fame more 
ufeful and exienfive, the benefits whereof, in 
its prefent form, the people fenfidly feel— 
to the laft mentioned matters we expe, Sir, 
you will clofely attend, that the fame may be 
taken up asd inveftigated, ; and that fuch 
alterations and amendments may take place 
as thal! be moft for the eafe and happineds of 
the people at large. 

3aly. With regard to the prefent Fee Bill 
we think it highly neceffary that the fame 
fhould be revifed ; for we are firmly perfuad- 
ed, that the fees of fome of our punlick offi- 
cers are much too high, and money bettow- 
ed very undefervedly ; while others are fet fo 
low as to be entirely inadequate to the fer- 
vices ‘ormed ; while fome other claufes in 
faid Fee Bil! being left fo dark and indeter- 
minate as leaves, we fear, an open door for 
the avaricious, in publick trutt, to monopo- 
lize the money which to them never belong- 
ed, according to the true defign of our wife 
legiflators. 
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4thly. We conceive, that a late law, lay- 
ing certain DUTIES upon NEWS-PAPER 
ADVERTISEMENTS, &c. is an IN- 
FRINGEMENT onthe LIBERTY of the 
PRESS in this Commonwealth, according 
as we underftand the 16th Article of the Bill 
of Rights—We therefere inftruét you to ufe 
your influence that faid at be REPEALED. 

And finally, Sir, We inftru@ you to ufe 
your influence that laws de made for the 
fuppreffing idlenefs and diffipation, and for 
encouraging induftry, frugality, economy, 
and our own manufactures ; a perfuad, 
ed, that our only remedy from political de- 
ftruction is our vigourous exertions as a peo- 
ple, to live within ourfelves, fputn at and 
difcard all foreign fuperfiuities, tnduftrioufly 
cultivate and improve this good land which 
God has given us, which to fave from the 
cruel hand of tyranny and oppreffion fo much 
rich blood has been {fpilt, and pretious trea- 
fure expended—We think therefore, that if 
encouragement were given, by laying {mall 
bounties upon the manufat¢turing iron and 
nails, raifing hemp and flax, incrcafing sheep, 
manufaCturing cloths, &c. among us, it 
might an{wer many valuable purpoies.

Subflance of a Letter received by the Secretary to the Committee on Agriculture, from CADWAL- 
LADER Foro, E/9; on the Benefit of SALT. 


S1R, 
KB my younger days I ftudied much how 

to get the benefit of falt, to make the 
land yield its increafe ; to that end, I put 
ene peck of falt upon every load of meadow 
hay, as it was put into the barn ; which had 
a good effect, both upon the cattle and the 
dung. And once when I had fowed three 
buthels of flax-feed, the ground being fmooth 
and ciean, | fowed three buthels of {ait,which 
had a good effect ; the flax was well coated, 
taller and fuller of feed than ever I had any 
before 5 it was judged there were fifty buthels 
of feed from the three acres, which as fiax- 
feed fells now, at 5s. per bufhel, would go 
near to pay for all the labour that fs required 
in dreffing and cleaning the flax. Since that 
J have read in Mr. Elliot's book of huiban- 


dry, of a gentleman that fowed a piece of 


land, with flax, and fowed falt upon it, at the 
rate of five buthels per acre, except a ftrip 
through the middie; the effect was, that 
where the falt was fowed, there was tall good 
flax, but the ‘trip that had no falt, was poor 
and fhort, and good for little. 1 judge that 
five buthels of {alt to the acre, was too much 
for the benefit of the land ; but being called 
off from heibandry to attend other affairs, I 
left the eare of my farm to my fons, who uf- 
ed no falt until the laft fpring, A. D. 1785. 
The land being very wet and miry, uatil 
sear the latter end of Mav, we fewed enc a- 


cre of flax, and after it was come up near a 
finger’s length, we fowed a bufhel of falt up- 
on it, which had a very good eife@ ; ¢ 
flax grew well to a good height, but we had 
not quite ten buthels of feed, owing, as 1 con- 
ceive, to the unfriendlinefs of the feafon. 
There were none of my neighbours for two 
miles round, that had any that would much 
more than pay for pulling ; therefore when- 
ever you fow flax-ieed, be fure to fow dou~ 
ble the quantity of falt to your feed, and you 
need not fear but that you will have a good 
crop, if the feafon fuits. 

** J advife all to make the experiment, and 
try a glade in he oats, and even your Win- 
ter rye, and all forts of grain that you fow, 
and eyen your Indian corn, at the. rate of 
two bufhels of falt to an acre. You may 
depend upon it, that every buthe! of fait 
fowed, will produce you more than five times 
the price of the falt ; and, perhaps, ten times 
fo uch.” 

The article of manure is a very important 
one, in the bufinefs of hufbandry, and de- 
ferves much more attention than has gene- 
rally been paid to it by the farmers in this 
country. If from the foregoing account, a- 
ny of them fhall be induced to make trial of 
falt, t'iey will oblige the committee, by come 
municating to one of their fecretaries, the 
fuccefs of their experimeats.

RICHMOND, (Virginia) April 29. 

The riches difcovered at Senora, in New- 
Andulufia, in South-America, are immenfe. 
One gold mine has been difgovered within 
twelve leagues of the prefidency del Aiter, 
where, from fourteen pits at the depth only 
of two feet, with very little labour, vaft quan- 
tities of gold have been found.
